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Washington, February 21.—(Srecial.)—If 
there has ever been a president of these 
United States so severely criticised by con- 
gressmen and the public at targe as Mr.

He is at- 
tacked for ailowing himself to be fright- 
ened into a private bond sale which has 
already cost the government over $5,000,000. 

In other words, Mr. Cleveland gave the 
bonds to Belmont and Morgan for $8,000,000 
less than he could have sold them at pub- 
lic sale. Had the president of any corpora- 
tion on earth made such an egregious er- 
ror he would be removed instantly, and 
probably would be criminally prosecuted. 

The republicans are talking about at- 
tempting to impeach him or Carlisle when 
the next congress meets. Senator Chandler 
yesterday made a speech declaring the pri- 
vate sale of bonds an outrage, and calling 
for a congressional investigation.

Wut the leaders feel very much outraged 
and fear a scandal will result, because Mr. 
Cleveland practically gave $8,000,000 of gov- 
ernment money to some of his friends, in- 
cluding his law partner, Stetson. 

Yesterday when ‘the Belmont-Morgan 
people offered the bonds for sale at an enor- 

mous profit to themselves there was a 
scramble for them, both in New York and 
London, and more than ten times. the 
amount they had were bid for. The Lon- 
don people almost fought for the “yankee 
bonds,” as they call them, and _ twenty 
times the issue could have been sold to Lon- 
doners at from 112 to 1138.

Only Two to Defend Him. 

This sizes up the situation as it is viewed 
here. Of course, no investigation will be 
set afoot by this congress, but an amend- 
ment to the sundry civil bill has been of- 
fered prohibiting the president and secre- 
tary of the treasury from making private 
sales of bonds, and when this comes up 
there will be some very heated talk. With 
the exception of Vilas and Gray the presi- 
dent has no defenders. 

To the same bill an amendment has been 
offered preventing the president from mek- 
ing fur bond issues, but providing for 
certificates to be issued when money is 
needed by the treasury. To these two 
amendments Mr. Cleveland is bitterly op- 
posed, and it is given out that if the bill 
goes to tne ptesident with these amend- 
ments he will veto it. That would mean 
an extra session, which Mr. Cleveland don’t 
want. But he seems to be determined to 
run the government to suit himself, re- 
gardiess of congress. However, the next 
congress may pull him up short. 

Livingston Was Misquoted. 

Colonel Livingstoin says his views were 
stretched somewhat in the press dispatches 
last night, when he was quoted in favor of 
a new silver party, He believes that sil- 
ver will be the great issue in the next 
presidential campaign and none but a can. 
didate squarely on a free coinage platform 
can be elected. ‘“‘The great mass of demo- 
crats of this country,’’. said he tonight, 
‘are free silver men. They are honest bi- 
metallists. They do not endorse any of 
Mr. Cleveland’s financial views, and this 
sentiment will be strongly indicated in the 
next democratic convention. It is absurd 
for us to talk about forming a new party. 
The democratic party will live always, no 
one man can destroy it. The fight should 
and will be made within the party lines, 
and we will win. Democrats all over the 
country sec the mistake we have made and 
at the first opportunity will rectify it. 

“We will nominate a silver man the next 
time if the silver men in the —party will 
simply exert a little energy in that direc- 
tion. The silver issue is the great issue 
now. Even the rabid republicans, like 
Chandler recognize that we must come to 
bimetallism and they are setting their 
sails in that direction. Yes, sir, the next 
president will be a bimetallist. None but 
a bimetallist can carry the country, but 
if the democrats expect to win we must 
nominate a man who comes out squarely 
for the free coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver, and a man every one Knows to be hon- 
est in his plainly defined views.”’ 

Besides Colonel Livingston I talked with 
many free coinage members tonight. They 
all express tie op%mon that silver will be 
the issue in the next campaign, and that 
the democrats will nominate a silver man. 
They take no stock ih Mr. Bland’s talk of 
a new silver party, but say the fight should 
be made within the democratic party and 
the goldbugs should be weeded out 01 
drivén to the rear where they belong.

Postmaster General Bissell has notified 
the ‘president that he will resign in the 
spring. His successor will probably come 
from New York. Colonel Bill Springer, 
however, wants it. 

Little Show for Territories. 

Now that there is no further prospect of 
action on the financial question in the sen- 
ate, there has been some revival of interest 
in the other general bills before the senate 
including the pooling, bankruptcy and New 
Mexico and Arizona admission bills, but 
the especial champions of each of these 
measures realize that there is but little 
hope of the favorable consideration of any 
of them, and only in the case of the terri- 
torial bills of getting any of them up for 
cc nsideration. 

In the matter of these bills Senator 
Faulkner, who, as chairman of the commit- 
tee on territories, has charge of them, says 
he expects to get a day for their considera- 
tien, but that he does not believe the re- 
publicans will allow the to pass, and 
that, if they choose, they can easily pre- 
Vent this result at the present late day of 
the session.

GHE HOUSE TAKES A HOLIDAY 


An Adjournment Taken as a Tribute 
to Fred Douglass. 


FUSIONISTS CAUGHT IN A TRAP 


Previously to Thisthe Assembly Had Re- 
fused to Adjourn for the Birthdays 
of Washington and Lee. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 21—A great 
Sensation was created here today by the 
adoption in the house of a resolution, intro- 
duced by a negro, that when the general 
assembly does adjourn, it adjourn in honor 
of Frederick Douglass. 

The resolution was passed by a vote of 
ot to 20, all the democrats voting against 
it. A resolution to adjourn on February 
22d, in honor of Washington's birthday, 
which is a legal holiday in the state, was 
voted down. The same body also refused 
to adjourn in honor of General Lee, on 
January 19th. 

It was just before noon when Representa- 
tive Crews, a negro from Granville, arose 
and sent up the following resolution: 

“Whereas, That the late Fred Douglass 
departed this life on the 20th instant, and 

“Whereas, We greatly deplore the same, 
now, therefore, 

“Resolved, That when this house ad- 
agurns, it adjourn in respect to the memory 
of the deceased.”’ 

The republicans and populists grew rest- 
less in their seats, and a semi-confusion 
ensued, in the midst of which another bill 
was reported by the clerk, but Crews in- 
sisted on the reading of his resolution, 
and spoke to it briefly, referring to Doug- 
lass as the leader of his race and to the 
appropriateness of adjournment to his 
mtmory. The fusionists seemed to be 
paralyzed. A viva voce vote was spasmod- 
ically put by the speaker and a division 
was called for. The fusionists came up 
almost under lash in a body to the number 
of thirty-three, the Gemocrats voting 
twenty-three against it. These 2 ge 
were about all the members present, the 
other half of the house having gone to 
the New Berne fair. The chair, in a sub- 
dued voice, announced the vote as carried, 
but would not give the vote until pressed 
personally by the house reporter of The 
News and Observer. 

The affair created a sensation in the 
whele city and will be a vital blow in the 
State to the fusionists, who knew this when 
they dared not to step aside from the trap 
set for them by the negro. They see it too 
late, while the citizens of all classes are 
simply astounded,

“Several weeks ago a proposition was 
made in the general assembly to adjourn in 
honor of Robert E, Lee, on the occasion of 
his birthday. This resolution was voted 
down, although, by enactment of a prior 
legislature General Lee’s birthday is a pub- 
lic holiday in the state, and the public 
buildings are closed on that day. 

“Yesterday a resolution was introduced to 
adjourn until 10 o’clock on Saturday to pay 
respect to the memory of George Washing- 
ton, whose birthday is also a legal holiday, 
This was voted down. 

“These three dates—the birth of Lee, the 
birth of Washington and the death of 
Douglass—are compassed in one. month. This 
gencral assembly, deliberately and after 
debate, voted down the resotctions to hon- 
or the memory of the father of his country 
and Robert E, Lee, who, with Grant, was 
among the heroes of Chepultepec, and the 
commander of the armies of the south, but 
put on record in the journal of the house a 
resolution of adjournment, ‘in respect to 
the memory of Frederick Douglass!” The 
action is equivalent to saying:

‘*‘Lee— 

Douglass, 

“These three, but the greatest of these is 
Douglas, 

“This action, more correctly than any 
cther official proceding of this legislature, 
si.cws the spirft of this body.

APPEARS TO BE IMPARTIAL. 


The Legisiative Committee Seems to 
Be Acting Fairly. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 21.—(Special.) 
The commiftee on governor’s election will 
probably conclude its consideration of ob- 
jection to counties tomorrow morning. There 
are now only nineteen counties to be acted 
on. The committee has so far refused to 
investigate Pickett county, objected to by 
Turney; Giles county, objected to by Evans, 
and Hardin courfty, objected to by Turney, 
and also declined to investigate many of 
the districts in other counties. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that the committee has di- 
vided on a strict party vote, so far on only 
one occasion.

Detroit, Mich,, February 21.—The repub- 
lican state convention, to nominate a can- 
didate for justice of the supreme court and 
two regents of the University of Michigan, 
was called to order at 11:05 o’clock by Dr. 
Smith, of Adrain. Rev. Wallace Radcliffe, 
of this city, invoked the divine blessing, 
after which Secretary Alward read the 
convention <all, W. J. Cocker, of Adrain, 
was made temporary chairman, 

After appointing committees on resolu- 
tions and permanent organization the con- 
vention tcok a recess until 2 o’clock. 

The convention nominated Judge J. B. 
Moore. of Lapeer for associate justice of 
the supreme court of Michigan on the sev- 
enth ballot. Roger W. Butterfield, of 
Grand Rapids, and Charles Hackley, of 
Muskegon, were nominated by acclamation 
for regents of the university. 

Moore continued to gain strength in the 
fourth, fifth and sixth baliots.

A GENERAL STRIKE PROBABLE. 


Walking Delegates to Meet and De- 
side on a Sympathetic Strike. 

New York, February 21.—The strike of 
tlie Brothefhocd of Electrical Workers 
against the nine-hour day has resulted in 
a general strike, which will probably ts ke 
out 10,000 men and stop work on at least 
thirty large buildings. 

Yesterday afternoon the board of walk- 
ing delegaies ordered the members of whe 
building trades union who were employed 
on the Presbyterian mission building at 
Twentieth street and Fifth avenue, and 
the American Tract Society building at 
Nassau and Spruce streets tc go on strike 
in s}mpathy with the electricians and the 
order was instantly obeyed. Every one 
except the masons-and bricklayers on the 
tract building went out yesterday, and they 
were forced to stop work this morning be- 
cause the engineers had gone out and 
there was no way of getting material to 
the top floors. 

There were about 350 men employed on 
the “building and they are all on strike ex- 
cept the masons, who are forced to re- 
main idle until engineers are employed. 
None of the contractors have yet  .igned 
an agreement witn the strikers, although 
the latter have stated that several con- 
tractors have come to.terms. 

Whether or not there will be a general 
strike of the workers of the various buiid- 
ing trades engaged on the several big edi- 
fices now in course of erection has been 
placed in the hands of a committee of eight 
of the board of walking delegates. Such 
a strike would mean the turning out of pes- 
sibly 80,000 men in sympathy with the elec- 
trical workers and determined to help them 
in their fight. The board of walking dele- 
gates met this afternoon and appointed a 
strike committee, which will meet tcmor- 
row and consider the advisability of order- 
ing the men over whom they have control 
to quit work, 

Master Workman Hoadley, of the Elec- 
trical Engineers, said today that he was 
almost sure that the board of delegates 
would order a general strike. None of the 
delegates would venture to say that a 
strike would be ordered on other buildings, 
nor could the members of the committee 
Say exactly at what time they would meet 
or whether they intended to order any 
strike. One man, however, said that Mon- 
day morning would see either a gigantic 
strike or the whole business amicably ar- 
ranged. 


All Quiet at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, Lp, February 21—This 
morning everything is quiet along the river 
front. The bark Beatrice Havner, Captain 
Hickborn, is loading with sugar on the 
tower levee. The steamships are receiving 
and discharging cargoes without any inter- 
ruption, White screwmen are conspicuous 
by their arsence and seem to have given up 
the fight altogether.

John V. Foster Elected Presi- 
dent of the Society. 

“S“asi=ngton, February 21.—The Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution elected a 
new president-general at their congress 
today in place of Mrs. Letitia Stevenson, 
the wife of the vice president, who is in- 
eligible under the constitution of the order 
to serve another term. Mrs. John W. Fos- 
ter, of Indiana, wife of Mr. Harrison’s ex- 
secretary of state, and at present the ad- 
visor of ti Chinese government in the 
peace negotiations with Japan, was chosen 
for the office after some very lively scenes. 
The other candidates were Mrs. Julia Hogg, 
of Pennsylvania, and Mrs. Roger A. Pryor, 
of New York. Mrs. Pryor, however, with- 
drew in favor of Mrs. Foster, but not un- 
til her own nomination had been seconded 
by Mrs. Schuyler Hamilton, of New York, 
and others.

At Petuskey all business is at a standstill 
and trains from six to ten hours late, Dee 
troit has not suffered from ‘the storm, but’ 
incoming trains on all roads are badly de- 
layed.

Four men set out for a 
day’s hunt in the woods under the guide of 
John Bannister, a colored Nimrod of repute 
in Plaquimine parish, skilled in the art of 
deer stalking. No fears were entertained 
when the party remained out ali night, but 
when they did not return next day, a search 
party went out and, after much difficulty 
in struggling through the snow drifts, the 
four unfortunate men were found frozen 
to death in a Kneeling attitude with hands 
crossed in prayer that was futile to save

‘DENY THE ROBBERY. 


Morganfield and Dearcy on Trial for 
Robbing the Express Car. 


ANXIOUS T0 GET A POSTPONEMENT 


Several Whom the Defendants Claim 
as Witnesses Are Absent. 


THE ENGINEER TELLS HIS STORY 


He Describes the Manner in Which the 
Train Was Held Up and Aliter- 
wards Sent On. 


Stafford Courthouse, Va., February 21,— 
Morganfield and Searcy, train robbers, spent 
last night in their cells and by the side of 
each man’s cot sat a grim ex-confederate 
with a Winchester rifle across his lap, while 
outside in the light of a lamp that swung 
from each door of the jail, walked some of 
Pinkerton’s men. 

Witnesses and others in attendance on the 
trial were up early, and promptly at 10 
o’clock Judge Ashton opened court. Imme- 
diately on opening court the judge rendered 
his decision on the demurrer to the indict- 
ment. He sustained the demurrer to the 
fourth count of the indictment and over- 
ruled it as to the other counts, to which 
ruling the defense then excepted. 

Counsel for the defense moved to quash 
the indictment as it stood and the demurrer 
to it also, both of which motions were 
overruled and then Colonel Shay, prisoners’ 
counsel, in an earnest speech moved for a 
continuance on the ground that certain ma- 
terial witnesses for the defense were ab- 
sent. The names of the witnesses were 
furnished and Colonel Shay. stated that 
none of the witnesses were in the state of 
Virginia. 

This motion was repeated by W. Seymour 
White, the commonwealth’s attorney, and 
overruled by the court. 

Morganfield was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty and then the jury was impan- 
eled. Witnesses for Morganfield whose ab- 
sence was made the ground for a continu- 
ance, are G. W. Sullivan, Charles Low, 
Charles B. Parker, William Green, James 
Clark, Blumenthal Rowe and Richard Mc- 
Kane. The jury are R. M, Jones, Taylor 
Rollins, Charles Cheeley, John Clift, Bob 
G. Stewart, Milton Harding, John W, Czxil- 
ton, R. A. Johgson, William H, Rollins, 
Bennett Todd, Fred Dent. 

Morganfield was again furnished dinner 
in court and ate heartily. 

As soon as the court convened after re- 
cess the jury was*sworn in and charged, 
to all of which proceedings the prisoners’ 
counsel excepted. All of the many dilatory 
motions having been disposed of, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney White began his opening state- 
ment to the jury, which was very full, 
detailing all the particulars of the evidence 
which the commonwealth proposed to put 
in. He was followed by State Senator Wil- 
liam A, Little, who made no statement of 
anything that the prisoner expected to 
prove, but claimed that he was hounded by 
the Adams Express Company and Pinker- 
ton’s detective agency. Mr. Little was very 
severe on the rich corporations and closed 
his remarks in an eloquent appeal to the 
jury to give the prisoner the benefit of every 
doubt. 

The first witness called was Engineer 
Gallagher, who told of the holding up of 
the train. He did not see the two men when 
they got on the engine; did not know how 
they got on, Gallagher stated that he and 
the fireman were made ‘to get off the engine 
by the two men; were marched back to 
the baggage car and were made to sit on 
the bank, while the car was being robbed, 
After the robbery they were forced to cut 
loose the engine and put coal on the fire, 
The two robbers then compelled them to get 
off the engine and the robbers went off on it. 

At this point the court adjourned till to- 
morrow morning.

SUBMITTED ITS INVENTORY. 


Receivers of the Whisky Trust Show. 
Its Financial Condition. 


Chicago, February 21.—Receivers McNul- 
ta, Mitchell and Lawrence this morning 
submitted to Judge Grosscup an inventory 
of the financial condition of the whisky 
trust as they found it up to January 28th. 
The report is very favorable to the compa- 
ny. It is a detailed statement and shows 
every known asset and liability. According 
to it the condition of the trust was much 
exaggerated by the petitions for a receiver- 
ship. Several assets which were not in- 
cluded in the original petition are set forth 
and the liabilities are not nearly so large 
as there represented. The properties, in- 
cluding real estate and plants, are reviewed 
at $8,804,384.36. In this connection a note 
states that the original construction ac- 
count has been charged with $3,498,400, par 
value of stocks. At the same ‘time the stock 
was credited on the books as “treasury 
stock profit account” at $1,574,280, which was 
the amount realized from the sale of the 
stock in question. The money was used in 
purchasing the Shufeldt and Calumet prop- 
erties in Chicago, which properties were 
charged on the books at $1,764,763, thus 
making a double charge to the amount of 
$1,574,280. The ‘‘quick” assets are estimated 
at $1,638,648, of which the sum of $162,730 
is cash in hand. This by no means, how- 
ever, represents the true amount of cash 
at the disposal of the trust, as it does 
not include the individual accounts of the 
various distilleries which belong to the 
trust. The contingent assets are $164,260, 
and the total surplus property and assets 
amount to $3,728,068. The current liabilities 
are $561,500, and the balance surplus as- 
sets are $1,077,006. The report states that 
$2,500,000 worth of first mortgage bonds 
have been deposited with the Central Trust 
Company of New York as security for the 
payment of rebate vouchers, on the final 
payment of which the bonds are to be can- 
celed. No payments are likely to be re- 
quired on the rebates during 1895, and it ig 
probable that none will ever be asked. 


HOPES CORBETT WILL WIN. 
Suallivan 


Says His Sympathies Are 
with the Champion. 

Jacksonville, Fila., February 21.—(Spe- 
cial.\—When asked tonight for his opinion 
as to the outcome of the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons fight, John L. Sullivan, of Boston, 
said: 

“I think Fitz has a good fighting chance 
to win this battle from Corbett. For one 
thing, Fitz is a tall man. He has got 
reach, skill and science. He has never 
been whipped, and I believe he is the only 
man Corbett fears at present. Both have 
the same style, both are likely to pursue 
the same policy in the ring, and they can 
each take lots of punishment. Fitz is the 
older man of the two by about six years.” 

Speaking as to his preferences the ex- 
champion said: “I want to see Corbett the 
winner. I am for Corbett every time. My 
feelings, my sympathy are all with him. 
Corbett is an American, and I am bound 
to stick to my countrymen always.” 

When asked if he thought that, in the 
light of recent events, pugilism had any 
future ,in this country, Sullivan replied: 
“Why, yes. Why not? There will be 
pugilists and pugilism so long as men are 
made, so long as they have strength and 
the desire to use it.”’ 

In speaking of his pugilistic career Sulli- 
van said: “For the present I am out of 
the ring, and I shall stay out until this 
Corbett-Fitzsimmons match is decided 
when I shall challenge the winner and 
then (and the big man’s lips came firmly 
together), I shall show the American peo- 
ple that the John L. Sullivan whom they 
honored as their champion for so many 
years is as good a man as ever.” 


FRIGHT KILLED HER. 


Death Under Peculiar Circumstances 
in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, La., February 21.—Mrs. Care 
rauboa died this afternoon in front of her 
residence under peculiar circumstances. An 
Italian, named Babean Sadelia, was play- 
ing a hand organ and the monkey, which 
accompanied, delighted a large crowd of 
men, women and children by his ludicrous 
antics, The boys began to tease the monkey 
and the Italian got angry. He warned them 
to desist, but as they continued to annoy his 
monkey he suddenly picked up a stick and 
hurled it into the crowd.

ENGLAND  CPPOSES  BIMETALLISM 


Intense Feeling at the National Capital oa 
toe Fight Which Gold Is Making 
Against Silver. 


Washington February 721.—(Special.)— 
There is much that is suspicious in the sud- 
den movements here and abroad in favor of 
bimetallism. Germany proposes that there 
shall be a new international conference or 
@t least @ reassembling of the oid one, 
Mr. R. L. Everett, a prominent member of 
the British house of commons, will make a 
like motion. Sir Charies Freemantle, gov- 
ernor of the British mint, says: “We will 
never see true prosperity in this world UJ 
we have international bimetallism, but no 
one country can succeed with it. It would 
injure the United States to an incalculable 
extent were that country alone to adopt 
bimetallism, The United States, Great 
Britain, France and Germany together 
could establish and make a success of it.”’ 
The New York Tribune, in apparent ap- 
proval of the action of Germany, says: 
“The only true bimetallic solution is to 
establish by concurrence of the great com- 
mercial nations, a basis upon which gold 
and silver can be used together.”’ 

Nearly a year ago—in May last—there was 
@ session of the British Bimetallic Legion 
in London. To that meeting there was 
sent from the United States senate the fol- 
lowing cablegram to the lord mayor: “‘We 
desire to express our cordial sympathy 
with the movement to promote the restora. 
tion of silver by an international agree- 
ment, in aid of which we understand the 
meeting is held today, under your lordship’s 
presidency. We believe that the free coin- 
age of both gold and silver by internation- 
@l agreement at a fixed ratio would secure 
to mankind the biessing of a sufficient vol- 
ume of metallic money, and, what is hard- 
ly less important secure to the world of 
trade, immunity from violent exchange 
fluctuations.’’ The first senator to sign 
this document was'that celebrated bimetal- 
list, John Sherman, then followed Allison, 
Voorhees, Hoar, Aldrich Hul, Murphy, 
Gorman, Platt, Brice, Carey, Davis, Cul- 
lom and Lodge, Voorhees had just led 
the successful tight for the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act. Outside of his 
mame there is not the signature of a bi- 
metallist attached to the document. With 
the exception of Voorhees every man has 
been fighting silver this very week. Platt, 
of Connecticut, one of the signers, has 
just openly filibustered against silver, 
though he made yesterday a speech in fav. 
or of what he calls bimetallism. 

Their Sincerety Is Doubted. 

Speaking of the cablegram at the time, 
Senator Wolcott said that the absence of 
the signatures of the bimetallic senators 
did pot indicate their disapproval of the 
scheme. On the contrary, they were glad 
of it, but the names attached to the mes. 
Sage were those only of men recognized in 
England as the advocates of gold mono- 
metailism in this country. 

All bimetallists were then and are now of 
Senator Wolcott's opinion, but they do 
not propose to cease contending for inde. 
pendent action by this country in the hope 
that by so doing international bimetallism 
will come quicker, or not at all. There is no 
Question of the sincerity of the movers of 
the resolution in the German reichstag, 
or of Mr. Everett, who proposes a similar 
resolution in the British commons, or of 
the British Bimeta.lic League, but it so 
happened that English monometallists have 
controlled former conventions and prevent- 
ed action and our bimetaliists believe they 
will so influence any other monetary con- 
vention, that may now meet. This is the 
opinion of Teller, Jones, of Nevada Stew- 
art, Daniel, Bland, Vest, Jones, of Arkan- 
gas, Bryan, Sibley, Cockreil General War- 
ner, who represent ali the political parties. 
None of these men believe that the repub- 
lican party will be honestly for independent 
bimetallism next year. They take such 
speeches as those of Chandler, Higgins and 
Piatt in the senate, and such editorial 
utterances as that of The New York Tri- 
bune, aS mere sound, only intended to 
stay effort here until an international con- 
ference can be called together and de- 
liberate, believing that nothing will come 
of it except to hold the matter up until 
after the next presidential election. When 
that is over the thing can drop out of 
sight. > 

England Opposes Bimetallism. 

From now on, therefore, every gold 
standard republican with rare exceptions, 
will pose as an international bimetailist. 
It is perfectly safe to follow in such a 
direction as John Sherman, himself an 
international bimetallist, is willing to lead. 
Now, in England an international bimctal- 
list is practically an independent bimetal- 
list, because it has been an acknowledged 
fact for years that the refusal of England 
has alone prevented the restoration of sil- 
ver, and that action by Engiand any 
time would bring about actual bimetallism. 
But in this country an international b!- 
metallist is one who is striving for bimetal- 
lism in England as anecessary prerequisite 
to its restoration here, and all of these 
bimetaliists know they have no influence 
with Great Britain and they would not use 
eg favor of bimetallism if eney did have 

Feeling pewectly satisfied that Great 
Britain, the creditor of mankind to the ex- 
tent of at least $10,000,000,000, will -never 
consent to a restoration of the double 
standard, the gold leaders of the repub- 
lican party think it entirely safe to become 
just now enthusiastic international bimet- 
allists. They know it is time to do some- 
thing. Since the demonitization of: si ver 
its cause was never so w armly advocatel 
as now. Its friends are rallying every- 
where. Without distinction of party, but 
tecognizing a present condition of servi- 
tude common to ail the silver men are 
coming together. They are organizing to 
meet an organized enemy. When you see 
the democrat, McPherson, giving points 
in the senate to the republican. Chandler, 
such a democrat as Governor Gray furn- 
ishing the republican, Aldrich, with an 
editorial from The New York Tribune, 
which he handed the Rhode Island senator 
with a copious and hearty endorsement; 
when you see in opposition the republican, 
Teller, in close consultation with the dem. 
pcrat, Cockrell, the republican, Cameron, 
planing with thé democrat, Vest, the popu- 
list. Jones, leaving a“Sick bed to help his 
gamesake, of Arkansas, make a quorum, 
while the democrats, Ransom and Gibson 
are dodging in the cloak room, one can 
pee the lines drawn. 
The People Will Answer It.

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TILLMAN’S CREDENTIALS READ. 


He Was in the Senate Chamber Yes- 
terday and Was Introduced. 

Washington, February 21,—The Indian ap- 
propriation bill was considered in the senate 
today for about five hours, and thirteen ad- 
ditional pages of it were disposed of, leaving 
seventeen pages for tomorrow, The reason 
why greater progress was not made was 
that a disputed item of $885 for beef cattle 
furnished to some Indians was talked over 
for about two hours; and that the Indian 
school question, which comes up inevitably 
on every such appropriation bill, was dis- 
cussed for a still longer period of time. The 
committee on appropriations had reported 
an amendment to strike out the two items 
for the maintenance and education of In- 
dian children at Hampton, Va., and at the 
Lincoln institution of Philadelphia, on the 
ground that these were denominational 
schools—protestant—and that, as all other 
denominational Indian schools were to be 
abandoned, there should be no discrimina- 


The result of the struggle was, however, 
the defeat of the committee on appropria- 
tions and the retention in the bill of the 
two items for these schools. 

At 6 o’clock p, m., a recess was taken for 
two hours—the evening session to be for 
the consideration of a bill authorizing the 
issue of bonds to the amount of $7,500,000 
for the extension of the sewer system of 
the city of Washington. The resolution for 
such recess was antagonized in the morning 
hour by Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, 
who, in the course of his remarks. asserted 
that the secretary of the treasury had no 
authority in law to issue the bonds provided 
for recently; that the law under which he 
could claim such authority had been re- 
pealed and that such bonds, if contested in 
the courts, would be held to be void. This 
characterized the attempt to pass the silver 


coinage bill last Tuesday as a mere “‘spec- 
tacular performance’ and he read, with 
much satisfaction, some newspaper intima- 
tions naming Senators Teller, republican, 
of Colorado, and Vest, democrat, of Mis- 
souri, as accessions to the populist party. 

The credentials of two real additions to 
that party in the senate, Messrs. ‘.uiman, of 
South Carolina, and Butler, of North Car- 
Olina, from ‘the 4th of March next, were pre- 
sented, read and placed on file; and Mr, Till- 
man, anticipating his formal admission to 
the body, was present in the chamber during 
a portion of the day and was introduced by 
Mr. Irby to many of his future associates. 

A resolution was reported from the com- 
mittee on foreign relations by Mr. Turpie, 
and agreed to, expressing the high appre- 
ciation by the senate of the distinguished 
honor accorded by the Mexican government 
on the occasion of the obsequies of the late 
United States Minister to Mexico, Mr. Gray, 
and directing the secretary of state to for- 
ward ‘copies of the resolution to the au- 
thorities of Mexico.

The Murderer of Dr. J. M. Card Escapes 
from Opelika, 


HAD HELP FROM THE OUTSIDE 


A Chiselanda Sash Weight the Only Im- 
plementsthe Prisoner Had--Prob,- 
bly Well Supplied with Money. 


Opelika, Ala., February 21.—(Specifal.)— 
Quite a sensation was created here this 
morning by the announcement that A. C. 
Hill, whg murdered Dr. J. M. Card, at 
Roanoke, Ala.. mst. December, had escap- 
ed from the county jail, The murder for 
which Hill was confined was one of the 
most atrocious and cold blooded in the 
crimina] annals of The state. 

A traveling dentist named Dr, J. M. Card, 
was practicing at Roanoke last December. 
While under the influence of whisky he ex- 
hibited considerable money, This excited 
the cupidity of A. C. Hill, a young man of 
good family who had hitherto borne a fair 
reputation, He enticed Card off and mur- 
dered him for the money which proved to 
be counterfeit. Hill was promptly arrest- 
ed and made a full confession of the crime. 
Fearing violence to the prisoner, the au- 
thorities had hIm removed to Opelika jail 
last Christmas day for safe keeping, since 
which time he has been held here. 

Sheriff Gibson was called to Columbus, 
Ga., yesterday on business. He left the 
prisoners in charge of the jailer, Oscar 
Gobson, who saw them safely locked up for 
the night, The other occupant of the cell 
with Hill was a young white man named 
Crawford, in jail for horse stealing. By 
some unknown means they secured a chisel 
and a sash weight, and at an early hour 
this morning effected their escape by priz- 
ing open the door of their cell with the 
weight, picking the lock of the iron door to 
the corridor and battering a hole large 
enough to afford an exit through the brick 
wall of the jail, 

The night policemay® Graves, reports that 
he saw two strange men on horseback and 
one on foot near the jail at 3 o'clock this 
morning. The indications are that the 
prisoners were assisted from the outside in 
effecting their escape, Hili’s father had re- 
cently visited him in his cell and liberally 
supplied him with money. The grand jury 
of Randolph Ttounty !s now in session at 
Weedowee, Ala., and will, in all probability, 
return an indictment against Hill for mur- 
der, and but for his escape his trial would 
have come up next week, 

W. J. Sanford, state senator from this 
county, had been retained to represent the 
defendant. 

Lee county paid $11,000 for its new jail 
a few years ago, and it is undoubtedly one 
of the poorest in the state, as this is the 
third time that prisoners have easily effect- 
ed an escape. Sheriff Gibson, who is @ 
faithful and efficient officer. informs The 
Constitution reporter that he has had a 
prisoner to pick all the locks in his cell to 
show how easily it could be done. lvery 
effort is being made to apprehend the es- 
caped murderer and it is thought he will 
be captured, 


Hill was in AtianWa yesterday, but left 
seme time during the day for Chattanooga, 
where he stopped a® the Shipp house. He 
left there last night, it is said, for Mem- 
phis. When he was here, it was not known 
that he was wanted anywhere . 


A HARD CASE TO TRY. 


Deaths Have Interfered with It on 
Three Occasions. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 21,—The trial 
of the Huey-Cocke case at Marion, Ala., 
seems to be beset with troubles, When the 
Hueys killed ex-Sheriff Cocke some years 
ago, there was great excitement throughout 
the stat®@, as all the parties were well known 
and had many friends, The preliminary trial 
was extended through a six week's Session. 

A special term of court was ordered some 
weeks ago, with Judge Tyson on the bench, 
to try the case. Ten days ago, a child of the 
presiding judge died rather suddenly, which 
caused an adjournment. 

This morning when the attorney for the 
defense had been speaking a short time 
the death of a child of one of the jurors was 
announced and court had to adjourn again.

HAWAII CABLE DEFEATED. 


After a Long Debate the House Re- 
jects the Amendment. 

Washington, February 21.—Sixteen demo- 
crats united with the republicans and pop- 
ulists of the house today to sustain the 
senate amendment to the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill, which directs 
the president to contract for the construc- 
tion of a cable to the Hawaiian islands 
from the United States. They were Messrs. 
Bartlett of New York, Caminetti of Cali- 
fornia, Cannon of California, Cockrell 
Texas, English of California, Geary 
California, Harris of Kansas, Ikirt 
Ohio, Livingston of Georgia, Maguire 
California, McCann of Illinois, O'Neill 
Missouri, Ryan of New York, Shell 
South Carolina, Sickles of New York, and 
Whiting of Michigan. But they were not 
enough altogether to adopt the motion of 
Mr. Hitt, republican, of Illinois, that the 
house concur in the amendment, it being 
defeated after an hour and a half’s debate, 
by a vote of 152 to ll4, and the matter 
again went to conference. 

The discussion was without notable in- 
cident, except a significant declaration by 
General Sickles, of New York, who, 
claring himself to be an annexationist, said 
that if he could no longer labor for the 
‘Progress of his country within party lines 
he would break them and go where he 
could do so. He had done this before, and 
he would do it again were it necessary. 

The construction of the cable, and in- 
cidentally the annexation of the islands, 
Was advocated by Messrs. Storer, republi-

21, 1894, by Secretary Gresham and Sir Ju- 
lian Pauncefote, British ambassador.

CROKER ON PROBATION. 


Will Not Be Promoted Unless He 
Keeps Sober. 

Washington, February 21.—The nomina- 
tion went to the senate by the president 
yesterday promoting Lieutenant (Com- 
mander Frederick W. W. Crocker to be a 
commander in the navy, contained the pro- 
viso that the actual promotion should not 
take effect until the officer had been on 
& year’s probation and had passed an ex- 
amination. 

The case has attracted considerable at- 
tention in the navy. The officer had been 
examined for promotion October 8th last, 
the board unanimously deciding “that Mr. 
Crocker had not, by reason of his habits 
of intoxication, the moral qualifications for 
a commander in the navy.” Another board 
subsequently found that he had reformed 
and recommended his promotion. Secretary 
Herbert, in reviewing the case for presi- 
dential action, made the following com- 
ment regarding naval drunkenness: 

“Boards of examination should clearly 
understand that drunkenness at any time, 
and under any circumstances, is inhibited 
by the law and the regulations of the 
navy. It is not true, as was contended in 
this case, that the government is not 
concerned about the habits of a naval offi- 
cer in his horne, in his club or at the house 
of a friend. The time has passed for 
considering drunkenness on convivial occa- 
a vice in which naval officers can 
indulge with impunity. The habit 
drunaenness on duty or off, like other hab- 
its, seizes upon and eventually controls the 
victim. It is true that there may be de 
grees of criminality in this regard. Drunk- 
enness on duty is properly recognized in 
the regulations as a more heinous offense 
than when off duty, but a commanding 
officer at sea is practically always on 
duty and he certainly has no hours in 
which he could indulge this habit. Nor is 
it to be permitted, either on or off duty, 
that a naval officer anywhere shall become 
intoxicated. It absolutely is a sufficient 
ground for the refusal of promotion if it 
shall appear that an officer is in the habit 
of becoming intoxicated at any time or 
under any circumstances.”

Bad Weather of the Past Week 


Checked Demand. 

New York, February 21.—Bradstreet’s on 
Saturday, February 23d, will say: 

“General trade during this, a’short week, 
has been more irregular. A moderately im- 
proved demand has shown itself at cities 
along the Ohio valley and in the lower ?1.d 
upper lake regions, coincident with the puar- 
tial disappearance of the extremely unfa- 
vorable weather, South, southwest and else- 
where to a smaller extent, practically im- 
passable country roads have retarded al- 
ready slow collections and prevented pur- 
chases of goods even in the face of require- 
ments. The success of the latest emergency 
bond issue has revived confidence somewhat 
In the general financial situation, The suce 
cess of the bond issue here and abroad hos 
given a strong undertone to the New rork 
speculative stock market, in spite of the 
fact that the public here and abroad contin- 
ues to stand aloof from any participation. 
The approaching adjournment of congr>ss 
and the evident fact that the bond syndi- 
cate is in position to control the exchange 
market and prevent gold shipments for some 
months has considerabie effect on the senti- 
ment. The belief that the railroad pooling 
bilI will be abandoned had no effect. At 
the south relatively great improvement, 
real or prospective, is expected with better 
weather throughout Texas and at Memphis, 
although collections are slow there. Bire 
mingham and Jacksonville make like re- 
ports. The influence of the bad weather 
and heavy country roads checked the de- 
mand and retarded co}lection in whole or 
in part characterizes reports of trade at 
Charleston, Nashville, Chattanooga, Atlan- 
ta, Savannah, Augusta and at New Orleans, 
where buisness had practically suspended 
for two days by storm. 


COLLEGE BUILDING BURNED. 


Main Building of the Allen Universi- 
ty Destroyed by Fire. 

Columbia, 8. C., February 21.—This morn- 
ing, shortly after 2 o'clock, the three-story 
wooden main building of the Allen univer- 
sity, one of the leading educational institu- 
tions for colored people in the south, was 
found to be on fire and in two hours the 
large structure was in ashes. The ainiver- 
sity, located in tne suburbs, was handi- 
capped by a lack of water and bursting 
hose, owing to the long distance. Sevcral 
alarms were sent in and the whole depart- 
ment was called out. The fire originated 
in a northeast corner room on the @econd 
floor, between the walls and was discovered 
by a student who found the room filled 
with smoke. Most of the contents of the 
structure were saved by the two hundred 
and thirty students, The building is one of 
the oldest in the city. 

The loss is about $6,000, 
furniture and apparatus was lost. 
surance on all buildings was $10,000. There 
was $4,000 of this on the building burned. 
Near by was the handsome new brick main 
building, but it was covered with galvan- 
ized iron roof and was saved, 

It only remains for the interior to be 
finished. This will be done immediately. 
Exercises will be resumed on Monday. This 
is the third large educational institution 
burned here in the past six months. 

ArbucKkie Hurnea Uut. 

Brooklyn, N, Y., February 21.—Fire broke 
out in the Arbuckle Bros.’s big coffee mills, 
at John and Jay streets, and the East river, 
at 4:40 o’clock today and it was not until

and demolished things generally. He then, 
securing a large iron coupling pin, walked 
up and down the streets, saying that he 
could whip any five men in town and de- 
fied the whole town to arrest him. 

Officer Pavens appeared on the scene 
and arrested Camp and carried him before 
Judge Paden, who bound him over to 
the superior court and ordered him to be 
carried to jail. 

While the officer was waiting with the 
prisoner for the accommodation train 
Camp made a break. Officer Eavans ran 
him about two hundred yards, and the ne- 
gro seeing that the officer was about to 
come up with him, suddenly halted.

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HAYWARD’S STORY. 


Harry Accases His Brother Adny of 
Murdering Miss Ging. 


SAYS SHE WAS A NOBLE WOMAN 


He Declares That His Intimate Friends 
Knew That He Gambled—Claims to 
Have Loaned the Woman Moncey. 


Minneapolis, Minn., February 21.—W. W. 
Hayward, father of the:defendant, was 
called to the stand this morning. The state 
asked several questions with reference to 
conversations held with Elder Stewart, but 
objections were entered and sustained. He 
had kept the one-dollar bills in his safe 
tor change. 

Some immaterial testimony was intro- 
duced about the ‘I’ rail. William Yale, a 
gunsmith, was then placed on the stand, 
and the revolver and box of cartridges pro- 
duced. Blixt testified that the bullet was 
a 38 long, and the cartridge in evidence as 
the one that kiliai Miss Ging was a 3 
short. Witness confessed he did not know 
of the effect of bullets on a skull. In the 
absence of other exp-rts, Mr. Erwin called 
Harry Hayward, the defendant, to the 
stand. After the usual preliminary ques- 
tions, Mr. E-pwin said: 

“Mr. Blixt and Adry Begyward have both 
testified against you. Have they testified 
truthfully ?”’ 

“They have not.” 

“Has the testimony of Adry been true 
or false?’ 

“Almost wholly false.” 

Questions relative to trouble between the 
brothers were objected to and sustained. 
Hayward testified that Adry had seen Miss 
Ging. They were in a buggy together one 
night with another young lady. 

Another row occurred between Judge 
S-nith and Mr. Erwin over the admission of 
certain testimony. 

Hayward then proceeded to tell of his re- 
lations with Miss Ging. He denied that 
any improper relations existed between 
them. His attentions were those that ex- 
ist between any yourg man and woman. 
He admitted playing faro and roulette in 
almost every city of any size in the country. 
Miss Ging had given him money with which 
to gamble. He tried to dissuade ner from 
gambling, but she persisted in making him 
take her money to play. Letters were read 
bearing out this statement. 

Court then took a recess until after noon. 

Hayward’s story today consisted of a 
history of his acquaintance with Miss Ging 
and broke off just after he toid of attending 
the theater with Miss Bartleson, Court 
then adjourned until MonGay, when the ex- 
amination will be continued. 

During the early part ot the examination 
he told of Miss Ging’s partnership with him 
in his gambling enterprises. He told of 
telegraphic correspondence with Miss Ging 
and the Western Union manager was direct- 
ed to submit copies of these telegrams to 
the court, The loans, Hayward said, were 
bona ide and the insurance policies were 
secured at Miss Ging’s suggestion. Adry 
had said that he had never met Miss Ging, 
but Harry it was—his brother—who held up 
the buggy near Lake Calhoun and robbed 
Miss Ging, Miss Vedder and himself, Harry 
not only testified that Adry was ine high- 
wayman, but that he found his watch ip 
Adry’s possession, Hayward described his 
movements on the night of the murder up 
to and including his visit to the theater. He 
took a short walk up Hennepin avenue to- 
ward Kenwood Boulevard, intending to call 
upon a young lady, but did not make the 
call, Instead he went to Miss Bartleson’s 
residence, Describing his relations with the 
murdered woman, Harry Hayward said they 
had been friends at first and then lovers. 

‘Was there anything improper in your 
relations with the woman now dead?’ asked 
Mr. Erwin. 

“‘No, sir,” he said, “there was not, She was 
a true and noble girl—with me as with all 
others,” said the witness with great empha- 
sis. 

Attorney Nye, tried to have this stricken 
out, but the motion was overruled. 

When asked whether it was generally 
known that he was a gambler, Hayward 
looked steadily at his feet for half a minute 
before replying. 

“I tried to conceal it from the public,” 
he said. I believe I was successful to a 
great extent in this, but my friends—those 
who knew me well—I concealed nothing 
from them. No lady who knew me did so 
under any false representation,’’

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W. R. BURROUGHS SUICIDES. 


A Salesman at Toccoa Shoots Himself 
in the Head. 

Toccoa, Ga., February 21.—(Special.)—W. 
R. Burroughs committed suicide here this 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock by shooting him- 
self with a 32-caliber Smith & Wesson pis- 
tol. The ball entered the right temple and 
caused immediate death. Mr. Burroughs 
has been employed by the Madison Mere 
chandise Company as a salesman in their 
dry goods store in this place for several 
months. He had been in a pleasant humor 
all day, busy most of the time waiting on 
customers. While waiting on a lady he 
excused himself, picked up a key that 
opened a door to a cellar underneath the 
store and went out. Two shots were heard 
soon after, but were so muffied that notn- 
ing was thought of it. About ten minutes 
later Mr. C. C. Mattheson, together with 
another gentleman, went to the cellar to get 
a bedstead that had been left there and 
found Mr. Burroughs lying just inside the 
door with a bullet hole through his brain. 
The pistol was by his side. 

It is not known why two shots were fired, 
as only one wound was found. It is sup- 
posed that he fired the first shot to try 
the weapon. He leaves a wife and four 
small children. He was insured in the 
Royal Arcanum for $3,000 and held a policy 
of $1,000 in some old line company. ‘“‘Bill,’’ 
as he was familiarly called, had lived in 
Toccoa for ten years and was known by 
everybody in this section. His friends are 
numbered by the hundred. He was thirty- 
five years old. The cause of the suicide is 
unknown.

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WITH THEIR CHIEFS 


The Southern’s Employas Have Left Their 
Matters of Dispute, 


THE GRIEVANCE COMMITTEE ADJOURNED 


W bat the Issues Are That Causes Them to 
Hesitate in Accepting the Company’s 
Proposition— Wages Greatly Cut. 


News was received from Washington 
last night that the grievance committees 
from the employes of the Southern railway 
had dissclved and that the members of 
those committees are now on their way 
home. 

They decided to dissolve and leave the 
adjustment of their differences with the 
chiefs of the orders to which they belong. 

The chiefs who had been summoned to 
Washington decided subsequent to the dis- 
solution of the committees that they would 
at some later time hold a conference with 
the officials of the Southern and decide 
what is to be done in the matter. 

This at least brings a temporary truce in 
the troubles that were brewing. 

As has always been stated in The Consti- 
tufion no strike was threatened, and there 
was abundant evidence that some sort of 
an agreement would be reached. 

The claims of the employes were such as 
made them hesitate sometime before they 
would take the course they did. They 
seemed to differ among themselves in the 
sessions of the committee in Washington, 
and have dissolved without reaching even 
yet a decision as to what they will do. 

Local employés around Atlanta will not 
talk for publication concerning their claims, 
as a rule, and until the Atlanta members 
of the committee return a full expression 


really claim in not accepting the proposi- 
tion of Bie Southern railway. 

In general terms one of the men said yes- 
terday to The Constitution that the reason 
for refusing the proposition of the com- 
pany was that the new basis of regulating 
wages on the two systems was because the 
proposition runs some of the men’s wages 
down considerably, though it may on the 
whole average up an increased total outlay 
in each distinctive class of labor. 

That is to say, the firemen may all get 
an increase when viewed as a class, but in- 
dividually there are many who, instead of 
having been benefited, are made to suffer 
even greater reductions. The men claim 
that they would have been satisfied for the 
wages to have been only slightly increased, 
and bad enough if they had been left alone, 
but sirncé they are to have even greater re- 
ductions, some of them, they see cause for 
making a great kick on the company’s prop- 
Osition. 

One of them told of an instance in which 
aeman would get lower wages than he 
does at present. 

It is the case of the freight brakeman 
who runs from Atlanta to Chattanooga 
and refurn—one of the hardest runs on the 
entire system. 

it seems that this man once  t1eceived 
something over $2 for the trip io Chatta- 
nooga. When the old company cut the 
wages 10 per cent he received only $2.02. 
He sent a committee to Washington to ask 
for a restoration of wages, such as he re- 
ceived before this cut was made on nis sal- 
ary. 

In reply he gets a statement from the 
company proposing a new basis of wavses, 
which, while it increases the total outlay 
of money on the part of the company to 
freight brakemen of his class of labor, nev- 
ertheless cuts down his wages to some 
notch between $1.50 and $1.90. That kind of 
& man doesn’t see, of course, how he is to 
accept the proposition of the Southern rail- 
way, and feel that he is receiving much in 
return for his petition for his former 
wages to be restored. 

He feels, on the contrary, that he has 
asked ‘for bread and they have given him, 
by a peculiar shuffle, a stone, and not be- 
ing hypnotized to that degree of blindness, 
he doesn’t subsist on that kind of bread. 

These are the only sensible claims that 
the employes could possibly set up against 
the company’s statements, and all tha 
other statements that have been published 
bearing in their tone spirit and spite are 
not and ought not to be attributed to the 
sober, thoughtful employes who are really 
trying to do what is right in the adjust- 
ment of the differences that exist between 
them arid their company.

FOR UNIFORM COTTON BALES.. 


What the Delegates to the Steamship 
Agents’ Convention Are Doinz. 

New Orleans, February 21.—The conven- 
tion of steamship agents and railroad offi- 
cials, called today to meet in the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce, promises to 
be one of the most interesting gatherings 
that has assembled in New Orleans for a 
good while. It is not so much in the 
personnel of those present, influential as 
they are, as in the momentous subjects that 
they have reposed in their charge for settle- 
ment. 

What will be discussed pricipally are the 
conditions under which cotton isbaled for 
forwardings to the port of New Orleans 
from adjacent states for shipment to for- 
eign ports. Such ftrregularity has crept in 
these last few years into the preparation of 
cotton for shipment that all parties inter- 
ested have come to the conclusion that a 
meeting had better be held am? the result 
of such conclusions is the convention of 
today. 

In a general way it may be said that the 
contention of shipping men is that if the 
staple is properly handled from 20 to 30 per 
cent mole bales can be stored in the hold 
of steam and sailing vessels. The hallroad 
men are supposed to be taking a great in- 
terest in the work of the convention. Some 
railroads maintain that while a percentage 
of cotton is badly pressed and otherwise 
handled by the producer and at compresses, 
yet it is but a small portion, the bulk of 
shipments “‘measuring”’ out to the full ship 
requirements. This point, as well as many 
others, will, it is expected, be debated hotly 
during the meeting. The railroad interest 
will be closely conservative. Colonel ‘‘Bob”’ 
Perkins and Colonel C. W. Gibson, both of 
the Mobile a:@1 Ohio railroad, who handie 
enormous quantities of totton, will be 
ready with triphammer arguments on their 
side of the question. Colonel Gibson is 
the cotton man for the Mobile and Ohio 
road, with headquarters at Atlanta, Ga., 
and is, perhaps, one of the best posted 
railroad men on the cotton question in the 
gouth.

Many of the delegates from outside points 
are delayed through lack of making rail!- 
road connections, but they will be here 
later on. 

The Afternoon Session. 

When the convention of steamship 
agents and railroad officials reconvened 
this afternoon, at 2:30 o’clock, a much 
larger number of delegates was present 
than at the morning session. 

A telegram was read by Chairman Ross, 
from the Charleston cotton exchange, stat- 
ing that Mr. J. Adger Smyth and Captain 
J. T. Hubbard would report Friday morn- 
ing at the convention, as their delegates. 

President Ross then proceeded to read an 
address, prepared by the maritime associa- 
tion. The address was a very lengthy 
one. Considerable consideration was given 
to the preparation ef cotton from the time 
it left the gin until loaded on board ship. 
Bales should be put up in uniform size 
and with a minimum density. It was very 
important that this convention should en- 
deavor to remedy these defects. The sub- 
jects of freight, storage and insurance 
were discussed at length. Carelessness in 
compressing was severely commented on. 
It was urged that every bale should be 
held by twenty-four bands. It was for 
the cotton producers to wrestle with the 
question of careless compressing and not 
the shipowner. On motion the address was 
referred to the committee on resolutions. 

It was ordered that a recess of ten min- 
utes be taken for the purpose of making 
up committees. In answer to an inquiry 
the chair stated that there were delegates 
present from New Orleans, Galveston, Sa- 
vannah, Brunswick, Norfolk and New 
York. Several other cities had sent word 
that delegates from their commercial 
bodies would be present later. ‘ The rail- 
roads represented were stated to be the 
Florida Central, Illinois Central, Texas and 
Pacific, and Mobile and Ohio. The recess 
of ten minutes for the purpose of select- 
ing committees was then ordered. The 
convention had not reconvened at the 
close of this report.

Meeting of Ship Owners. 

Glasgow, February 21.—At the annual 
meeting of the Glasgow shipowners this 
afternoon, Chairman Brown declared that 
the Clyde shipping business was never 
worse than now. Ship owners, he said, 
must combine to raise rates of freight or 
else lay up their boats and at the same 
time reduce new tonnage. Chairman Dunlap, 
of the Allentt line, ascribed the  prevail- 
ing depression to tradesunionists. 


DAYTONIANS HERE. 
They Inspect the Crematory and Have 
a Pleasant Visit. 

The party of city officials from Dayton, 
O., who came here to inspect Atlanta’s 
sanitary system arrived at noon yesterday. 

The Dayton party is composed of the 
mayor «nd four members of the board of 
city affeirs of that place, the county au- 
ditor and their wives, thirteen in all. 

The recent establishment of the crema- 
tory near Atlanta and the news of its suc- 
cessful operation spread all over the coun- 
try and attracted the attention of cities 
that are grappling with the vexatious ques- 
tion of the disposition of garbage and other 
refuse matter. 

Before the crematory had been in op- 
eration six months delegations from New 
York, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
other large municipalities had come to At- 
lanta to investigate the workings of the 
plant, and that fact has been greatly to 
the interest of Atlanta, by reason of the 
advertisement the visitors have given her 
on their return to théir nofhern homes. 

The party now in the city is made up 
of some of the best known northerners 
and most influential men of Ohio, and the 
pody is an able one from every stand- 
point. 

It is composed of Major C. G. McMillen, 
mayor of Dayton, and wife: General Pe. 
cer Weidner and wife, Colonel «). FE. Da- 
vidson and wif¢, PhilS FE. Cilbert and 
wife, David Wilcox and son, Joseph Wil- 
cox and E. D. Rike, the latter gentleman 
representing the Dixon Crematory Ccmpa- 
ny in -the state of Ohio. Mr. Rike is in 
charge of the party. 

They came in on the noon train yester- 
day from Chattanooga, where the party 
spent the day Wednesday licoking at the 
city and visiting Lookout mountain. Upon 
their arrival the party was met by Mr. H. 
A. Andrews, manager for the crematory 
company for several southern states, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, and escorted to 
the Kimball house where they will be 
quartered during their stay. 

In the afternoon the party was taken 
in charge by Mr. Andrews and given a 
drive over the city, taking in all the 
principal drives and sreets and the expo- 
sition grounds. The party returned to the 
Kimball in time for supper, after which 
they were given a theater party to the Tav- 
ary Grand opera at DeGive’s Grand theater 
by Mr. Andrews. 

Today they will visit the crematory 
west of the city and make a thorough in- 
spection of it with the view of creating one 
of the same pattern in their own city, 
Dayton, should they be favorably im- 
pressed with it. The party will be escorted 
to the crematory by Mayor King, members 
of the board of health, Chief of the Sanita- 
ry Department Veal, members of the city 
council and other citizens. 

It was the intention of the members of 
the party last night to leave this afterroon 
for Birmingham, should their inspection 
be completed in time for them to catch 
the 4:10 o’clock train. 

The ladies of the party expressed them- 
selves as being delighted .with what they 
had seen of Atlanta. 

The men of the party said that Atlanta 
was the most metropolitan southern city 
they had seen, and their praises were un- 
solicited, too. 

“We left Dayton last Monday.” said 
General Weidner, ‘‘and have come to At- 
lanta to inspect your system of crematory 
disposition of garbage with the view of 
erecting one of like character {n Dayton. 
At present our garbage and refuse n.atter 
is disposed of by being thrown in the Lit- 
tle Miami river, but it is possible that in 
the future that practice will have to he 
stopped and some other mode of disposition 
will be necessary. The attention of the city 
officials of Dayton has been cailed to the 
operation of the Dixon crematory in At- 
lanta and the party composed of the 
mayor and public affairs board are here 
to inspect it.”

It Was a Busy Meeting They Held 
Yesterday. 


CONCURRED IN BUTLER STREET PAVING 


Acted ona Great Many Matters That Were 
Passed by Council at Monday’s Meet- 
ing—The Proceedings. 


The board of aldermen of the city coun- 
cil met in regular session in the council 
chamber yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Considerable business was transacted and 
the meeting was one of the most important 
held in some time, a number of matters 
of appropriation being passed upon. 

The board concurred in the council or- 
dinance ordering the paving of Butler street 
from Decatur to Edgewood avenue, which 
is one of the most important street paving 
contracts that will be made this year. 
A number of other street paving and side- 
walk ordinances were concurred in avid a 
large .batch of routine matters were up. 

The board non-concurred in the resolution 
adopted by the council Monday to discon- 
tinue the practice of collecting from the 
purchasers of property sold by the city 
marshal a notary’s fee of 25 cents. This 
resolution was introduced by Mr. Inman, 
chairman of the finance committee. 

It also non-concurred in the ordinance 
adopted by the council to pave West Cain 
street from Peachtree to Spring street, 
residents of that street having decided that 
they wanted a different paving from that 
provided for in the ordinance, and at their 
consent the ordinance was non-concurred 
in. 

When Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles called the 
board to order every member of*it was 
present, except Alderman Tolbert, who 
is sojourning in Florida. 

The first business taken up was the res- 
olution introduced by Mr. Inman, chairman 
of the finance committee, at the council 
meeting Monday—that in future no fees be 
paid to notaries public in any of the city 
offices for services renderad in connection 
with the monthly sale of property by 
the ciy marshal. 

Mr. McCandless Makes a Statement. 

Mr. Edward McCandless, city marshal, 
appeared before the board and asked to be 
heard on tthe resolution, stating that it 
affected his office and that he had not been 
consulted in the matter, knowing nothing 
about it until the resolution had been 
passed by the council. Mr. McCandless 
said that it had been a custqm for notaries 
public in his office to witness deeds given 
by the city to purchasers of marshal’s 
sales property, and that it was impracti- 
cable for such papers to be perfected in 
the manner that the resolution would re- 
quire. 

“The resolution seeks to discontinue the 
practice of charging a notarial fee of 25 
cents for Witnessing deeds given by the 
city,’ said the city marshal, “and would 
require me to go out and hunt up a notary 
public every time it was necessary for 
deeds to be given, which I think would 
be an injustice to me. It is the custom for 
all notaries to charge a fee of 25cents and 
if the city employs one on the outside of 
the building, as the resolution seeks to do, 
it would first be necessary to get my con- 
sent for the notary to come in the marshal’s 
office, I being under bond, and I certainly 
claim the right to exclude any or all 
persons from my office. The work of issuing 
deeds to the marshal’s sales is very labo- 
rious and wiil be greatly hindered un- 
less they can be witnessed right in the 
office.”’ 

At this point the question was raised 
whether notaries public in the employ of 
the city could be required to witness papers 
without compensation, and City Attorney 
Anderson was asked for an opinion on the 
subject. 

Judge Anderson said, in his opinion, the 
clerks or employes in the service of the 
city could not be required to serve as 
notaries public. 

The resolution was then, on motion of 
Mr. Hirsch, non-concurred in. 

Paving for Butler Street. 

Council ordinances providing for the lay- 
ing of sidewalks on the following streets 
were then adopted: Piedmont avenue, Scott 
street, Ormond street, Collins street and 
Sixth street. 

The Butier street grading question was 
then taken up and the ordinance appropri- 
ating $2,000 for that purpose, to be used in 
grading Butler street from Decatur to 
Edgewood avenue preparatory to paving 
it, was concurred in, as was also an ordi- 
nance to grade Myrtle aveneue at a cost 
of $200. 

The petition of the Atlanta Label Ex- 
change to be allowed to do business with. 
out a license, subject to the approval of 
the tax committee and the city attorney, 
was concurred in. 

The resolution to allow the Colored 
Orphans’ band to play on the streets for 
one week without a license was concurred 
in. 

The resolution allowing Lula E. Campbell 
$150 on a claim for personal injuries re- 
ceived by failing on a bad sidewalk was 
concurred in. 

Willie’s Frozen Hands Again. 

A resolution to pay Willie Thomas the 
sum of $25 for getting his hands frozen 
while in the service of the city at the 
stockade during the recent blizzard was 
concurred in, an amendment being at- 
tached to the motion to concur; that the 


| city officials at the stockade be reprimanded 


for allowing the prisoners to suffer in 
that manner. 

It seems that Willie, who was a prisoner, 
Wwas sent out to work, as are all other 
prisoners at the stockade, and while he was 
in the performance of that requirement on 
a certdin day the arctic blizzard arrived 
and before Willie could get back to the 
stockade from the work field his hands 
froze stiff, causing them to peel off and 
crumble to the extent of $25 damage. 

Judge Anderson stated that these were 
the facts. 

The resolution caused considerable dis- 
cussion by the aldermen, during which the 
kindest expressions were made toward the 
unfortunate individuals who work for the 
city by requirement, it being deplored that 
a prisoner should be allowed to freeze, and 
expressions of that nature had the effect 
of molding a deep sympathy for Willie, 
and he was allowed the $25 for his hands, 
accompanied by a reprimand of the officers 
at the stockade, the latter perhaps because, 
as said by one of the aldermen afterwards, 
it was impracticable to reprimand the 
blizzard. 

Pay for Preaching. 

The Rev. Frank Joseph, who for many 
years has been paid $25 annually for 
preaching to the city prisoners, was al- 
lowed that amount by the concurrence in 
an ordinance passed by the council Mon- 
day. 

The council ordinance adopted Monday 
awarding the sewer pipe contract for the 
year to Montague & Co. was concurred 
in. ee 
Mr. Darwin G. Jones, representing the 
Lookout Pipe Company, was present and 
asked the board to non-concur in the action 
of the council, on the ground that his 
company was a Georgia institution, their 
plant being located in Walker county, in 
which county Mr. Jones said his company 
paid a large sum in taxes. His company’s 
bid was $138 higher than that of Monta. 
gue & Co. 

Mr. C. E Sciple, representing Montague 
& Co., replied to the argument of Mr. 
Jones, claiming that his company should 
have the contract to furnish the city sewer 
pipe for the year for the same reason 
that it was awarded the Lookout Pipe Com- 
pany last year; that is, because his com- 
pany’s bid was the lowest. 

During the discussion on the matter the 
rejection of Venable Bros’. bid on the 
Kansas City building by Secretary Carlisle 
was referred to, the discussion being on 
the line that the lowest bidders should al- 
Ways receive contracts when all things 
were equal. The discussion started into 
the merits and causes for the rejection of 
the Venable bid by the secretary of the 
treasury, but Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles 
called the aldermen to order on the rule 
that that question was not before the 
board. 

The ordinance awarding the contract for 
constructing sewers for the year to J. M. 
Hazlehurst & Co. was concurred in. 

Some City Paving. 

The paving ofdinances passed by the 
council Monday were then taken up and 
the following street paving ordinances were 
concurred in: Piedmont avenue from Pine 
street to Ponce de Leon avenue, at a cost 
of $10,000: Fair street from Whitehall street 
to Pryor street, at a cost of $1,800; Butler 
street from Jenkins street to Edgewood 
avenue, at a cost of $7,884; Butler street 
from Jenkins street to Decatur street, at 
a cost of $6,000; Decatur street from But- 
ler street to Bell street, at a cost of $2,600; 
Washington street from Bass street to 
Love street, at a cost of $575. 

The ordinance to pave West Cain street 
from Peachtree street to Spring street with 
vitrified brick, at a cost of $%&,900, was non- 
concurred in, the property owners on that 
street having decided that they wanted 
granite cubes paving instead of vitrified 
brick. 

It will be necessary for them 
in another petition and let it go 
the usual routine. 

The ordinance to lease the Chamber of 
Commerce building for one year from 
March 3lst at a rental of $5,000 was con- 
curred in without debate, further than the 
remark by one of the aldermen that the 
rent was $500 higher than for the past 
year. The city paid $4,500 for the offices 
occupied by it in the building in 1804. 

The resolution authorizing the committee 
on public buildings and grounds to sell 
certain vacant property on Hemphill ave- 
nue, subject to the approval of the coun- 
cil, was concurred in. 

The resolution authorizing the committee 
on public buildings and grounds to secure 
options on tracts of ground suitable for 
the erection of a new city hall was passed 
over without action, the approval of the 
aldermanic board not being necessary, no 
money expenditure being involved. 

A resolution allowing Mr. H. M. Ate 
kinson a commission of one-fourth of 1 
percent for negotiating the loan recently 
made by the finance committee was con- 
curred in. The city borrowed $200,000 
through Mr. Atkinson. 

The Bridge Company’s Money. 

An ordinance allowing the Phoenix Bridge 
Commany $9,900 on the fforsyth street 
bridge work done by them was concurred

The discussion on the motion to post- 
pone took the direction that Jumbo Hunter, 
city warden, was interested, and for the 
reason that he will be tried soon for mis- 
conduct in office, the board thought that 
the ordinance should be postponed until 
Jumbo’s trial had taken place.

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An Interesting Amendment. 

A very interesting amendment has 
been tacked to the sundry civil bill 
by the senate. This amendment is in 
the nature of an attack on Mr. Cleve- 
land’s secret boud dicker. It declares 
that hereafter no bond issue shall take 
place under cover or at night when the 
chickens have gone to roost. The dicker, 
aceording to this amendment, must be 
made in broad daylight, after the peo- 
ple are out of bed. 

The amendment is a very sensible one, 
and it is tacked to a bill that will carry 
it through if anything can. ‘The sun- 
dry civil bill is one of those lubricants 
that the government can’t do without. 
Delay the appropriations covered by 
that measure, and the wheels of gov- 
ernment would temporarily stop. 

The interest that attaches to the 
amendment lies in the effect that it will 
have on Mr. Cleveland. It is a plain 
and unequivocal indictment of his bond 
dicker. The question arises, therefore, 
whether he will veto the civil sundry 


bill, on account of the obnoxious amend- 


ment, and thus render an extra session 
necessary, or whether he will permit it 
to become a law together with the 
amendment in order to prevent an extra 
session. 

If Mr. Cleveland vetoes the sundry 
civil bill on account of the amendment 
which indicts the secret methods of his 
recent bond dicker, an extra 
would seem to be inevitable, and yet it

When a newspaper of the standing of 
The Courier-Journal deserts the cause 
of the people and descends into the 
abyss it falls hard and fails far.

If the acts of the 
Ilayes administration were not acceptable 
to the people, why did they again intrust 
with power the party that ‘‘pointed with 
pride” to these acts? We all know what a 
parade the republicans made about the re- 
funding of the national debt, and the re- 
sumption of specie payments, and how the 
people endorsed them, largely on this ac- 
count, in spite of the fact they were fresh 
from the theft of the presidency, the great- 
est political crime ever perpetrated in a 
republic. 

Too many of our pretended statesmen 
wre disposed to regard questions of this 
kind as new, being either ignorant of the 
fact that they came up a score of years ago, 
or intentionally ignoring it.

“Before the iniquitous MeKinley tariff 
was placed on the statute books, The 
Courier-Journal was hewling for tariff 
reform. But on what ground? Because 
the Morrill tariff that had been in oper- 
ation for nearly thirty years was inju- 
rious to the interests of the people.

The article 
deals entirely with a ‘condition over 
Which Marshal Dunlap has no eontrol. 
We think his eard of yesterday unwise, 
intemperate and unjust, and it is not 
necessary to bore the public in an issue 
of veracity as between Mr. Dunlap and 
Mr. Knight, further than to say that The 
Constitution has full and absolute con- 
fidence in the reliability of Mr. Knight. 


The Big Hat. 

That must bave been an ungallant lot 
of legislators in California that decreed 
the removal of the big hat in places of 
amusement. 

The man who has ever sat behind a 
big hat, provided he was not bilious, 
has always enjoyed it. In his dodging 
from side to side, apparently in order 
to avoid the big hat, but in reality to 
cet a better view of a pretty girl’s face, 
will now miss the excuse which covered 
all his impertinence. How many a pink 
cheek, how many a peir of rosebud lips 
has be not had occasion to inspect at 
close range, and all because of the big 
hat. Now that the lady will take her 
seat with her head free from the fa- 
nous “cartwheel” the young man in the 
rear will have to sit demurely in his 
place. 

It is difficult to say by which party 
the California legislator will be eut 
most—by the young man deprived of 
his opportunities, or by beauty in arms, 
speaking in a military sense. Certain it 
is that the assemblymen must have 
been a lot of crusty old bachelors who 
hever enjoyed the brightness of a pret- 
ty face, or erabbed husbands who found 
their morning coffee full of “grounds.” 


Au Undignified Method. 

The action of the Missouri represen- 
tatives in agreeing by a vote of 91 to 
49, to locate the capital in Sedalia, in 
consideratiom of certain inducements, 
is a practice that should be discontin- 
ved, 

It has become the custom of late 
whenever a state wants to inaugurate 
a public institution, to assume the role 
of a street fakir and try to get the 
highest bid for location. In this man- 
her representatives of the Potiphar Pea- 
green mold try to escape certain duties 
of taxation which they owe and by 
booming, compel certain locations to 
pay more than their just share of the 
public expenses. 

Nor is the forfeiture of dignity all 
that is involved in this method of locat- 
ing public buildings, but the people of 
the state. who have business with 
such institutions, are finally put to great 
expense in trying to reach them. If a 
State legislature did its duty every pub- 
lic institution would be located in a 
center of travel, easily reached and ac- 
cessible from every part of its terri- 
tory. Under the fakir plan, however, 


the building is located in some branch 
road town, and one who wants to reach 
it has to spend time and money waiting 
for railroad connections and in hotel 
bills. 

A community, humerous enough and 
important enough to be recognized as a 
state in the union, ought to be dignified 
enough not to be caught out on the 
street corners begging for alms, but 
should do business on business princi- 
ples. 


The Late Fred Douglass. 

The death of Frederick Douglass, the 
noted negro orator, cannot fail to inspire 
much comment upon his career. 

A remarkable life his certainly was, 
covering the span of slavery, a freedom 
zained by flight, his subsequent free- 
dom by purchase, and the subsequent 
freedom of his race through the for- 
tunes of a war in which they took no 
controlling part. Leading up to this 
war, the undoubted eloquence of 
Douglass contributed a great deal. It 
was felt throughout the north that if a 
man of his talent was a fair type of his 
race, that their freedom was worth 
procuring at any cost. 

The result, of course, has been dis- 
appointing to those enthusiasts, for 
Douglass was but the meteoric excep- 
tion in a cloudless sky. Even the form 
of his exception did not indicate the 
strong traits which characterize great 
people, for it is a fact of history that 
many of the weakest people of the 
earth have excelled in the one line of 
oratory. 

For the last few years Douglass has 
not been in favor with his people. He 
lost caste with them when he did not 
esteem one of their women worthy of 
being his wife, but married a white 
woman instead. Having lost the favor 
of the women of his race the senti- 
mental chord which made his name as 
music to their ears was snapped in 
twain, 


Taxing Church Property. 

The question of taxing chureh prop- 
erty has been made somewhat promi- 
nent of late in Georgia by Dr. Haw- 
thorne’s advocacy of it. 

There is a bill for that purpose now 
pending before the legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, .but, aceording to some dis- 
closures made by The Springfield Re- 
publican, it would nof meet the approval 
of Dr. Hawthorne, did he happen to fill 
one of the Boston pulpits. 

The bill provides for the taxation of 
churches exceeding $20,000 in valuation. 
In condemning this bill The Republican 
SUVS: 

The Protestant church ifs split up into 
many denominations, each worshiping by 
itself. Consequently the local branches of 
these denominations are generally very 
Small and: possess places of worship of low 
valuation. The Roman Catholic body, on 
the other hand, is united and fts local 
church property, representing a much lare- 
er number of communicants, ts necessarily, 
as a rule, of much greater value; and is, 
furthermore, devoted to the performance 
of wider religious functions than are under- 
taken by Protestant religious societies. 
How far this is true will appear from the 
last census statistics of churches. Bringing 
the largest Protestant body in Massa- 
chusetts into comparison with the Roman 
Catholic on certain points we have the 
following interesting results, which let in a 
flood of light as to the animus of Colonel 
Young’s bill: 

Congrega- Roman 
tionalists. Catholics. 

Number of members . J01,89 614,627 
Number of edifices.... 671 324 
Value of property.... $11,080,89 $9,816,000 

This gives for each Congregational church 
edifice an average of 152 members and an 
average valuation of $16,400; and for each 
Roman Catholic edifice an average of 1,900 
members or communicants and an average 
valuation of $30,300. 

Irom these ugures The Republican 
argues that the bill, instead of being 
one to tax church property, is in reality 
one to tax Roman Catholic church prop- 
erty and, therefore, should be defeated, 
or amended so as to tax everything in 
sight, even down to the minister's last 
pair of Christmas slippers. “Nothing 
smaller and meaner than this measure,” 
says The Republican, could well be de- 
vised, and continuing it says: 

The state may some day come to the con- 
clusion that church property should be tax- 
ed the same as other property. It may, and 
doubtless will, accept the unselfish and 
powerful argument of the Paptists that tax 
exemption by the state is a form of state 
connection with religious establishmenis 
contrary to the principle of absolute free- 
dom of church and state. But when we 
come to this conclusion all church property 
must fall within its sweep. No distinction 
will be tolerated. No special exemptions 
will be endured which are designed to help 
one religious class and hurt another. 

Mr. Scott, of The Herald. 

The Chicago Times editorially con- 
firms the announcement already made 
iu the news columns of The Constitu- 
tion that Mr. James W. Scott has pur- 
chased the controlling interest in both 
The Chicago Herald and The Evening 
Post from Mr. John R. Walsh, with 
whom Mr. Scott bas been associated in 
the ownership of these two well-known 
Chicago newspapers since 1882.

Thus the young man who went to 
Chicago in 1875 without a dollar is now 
in absolute control of one of the greatest 
morning papers in America, and one 
of the best evening papers published on 
the continent. He is one of the most 


popular men in Chicago, is very rich, 
and his public spirit and liberality are 
manifested in every movement that is 
undertaken for the good of Chicago in 
particular and the country in general. 
He has the confidence and esteem of 
his employes and his head bas not been 
turned in the slightest degree by his 
phenomenal suecess. It is a source of 
Senuine pleasure to see a man of this 
sort succeed, and there are thousands of 
people in ail parts of the country who, 
not knowing Mr. Seott personally but 
admiring him through the achievements 
Which have been made by his foree of 
character, his ability. and his public 
spirit, will join with his personal friends 
in extending hearty congratulations on 
his last triumph. As the “newspaper 
king of the west,” Mr. Seott oceypies a 
position in American journalism second 
in influence to no other journalist in 
Ameriea.

Luke {HtQNAG MUST sTuP, 
From The New York World. 

The appropriations comiwvwitee of 
senate, by practically 4 unanimous vote, 
has moved to put a stop to secret bond 
sales. In the amendment to the sundry civil 
bill direction the secictary of 
the treasury to issue $100,000,000 3 per cent 
short-term certificates to meet any defi- 
ciency in the revenues. It is provided, how- 


ever, 

‘‘Hereafter any United States bonds sold 
or disposed of shall first be offered to 
the public for a period of not less than 
twenty days, under rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the secretary of 
the treasury and shall be sold to the 
highest bidder, in case such bids or any 
of them are s2atisfaciory.’’ 

This action was obviously inspired by the 
recent secret sale of bonds to a private 
syndicate of foreign bankers upon terms 
involving the extortion of over $16,000,000 
from the taxpayers of the country. It 
ought not to be necessary to have a law 
to forbid such dickers in the dark. But 
since it has been demonstrated that the 
thing is possible, congress shouid prohibit 
it in the future. 

It is scarcely possible that there is 
cuckooism enough in the house to defeat 
the adoption of this signfiicant and nec- 
essary provision. Let us have no more dark- 
lantern financiering between Wali street 
and the white house.

Editor Constitution: My attention has 


an called to the following card from 
niet Dunlap, in the afternoon Journal, 
in which he makes a sweeping denial of the 
interview reported in yesterday aoe = 
Constituticn ip regard to th? possible issues 
of the Worley trial, making it necessary for 
the marshal to execute the death sentence 
in the event the prisoners were convicted. 
Though I did not write the article over my 
own signature, I assume all responsibility 
for it, and I stand ready to meet the mar- 
shal in any controversy he may raise as 
to the facts or any issue that may grow out 
of them. The following is the card: 

‘Please say for me that every word pub- 
lished in The Constitution this morning pur- 
pcrting to be an interview with me about 
the hanging of federal prisovers is abso 
lutely false. 

“I had n> such interview with a reporter 
of The Constitution or with any other per- 
son. I have never given any utterance to 
ary living person of one single word as 
credited to me in the interview. I have no 
such thoughts or ideas about my duties as 
marshal. The men charged with the murder 
of Henry Worley have never been tried. 
Several of them have not yet been arrested 
None of them may ever be convicted, and 
Il regard such a publication as an outrage 
upon common decency.

A few days ago, I called to see the mar- 
ehal at his office, and incidentally re. 
ferred to the Worley trial. One of the 
prisoners had already confessed to the kill- 
ing, and:in this connection I asked the 
marshal if he would be required to take 
the part of the sheriff. He was not disposed 
to discuss the matter, as the trial was stil] 
pending, but he replied in a pleasant way 
that, if it came to the worst, he could get 
one of his deputies to pull the string. 


This was substantially the intervew pub- | 


lished in The Constitution. The writer of 
the artcle, of course, sought to make it 
readable, and even went out of his way 
to strain a compliment in favor of the 
marshal, and, if any injustice has been 
done that official, it is in the excess of eu- 
logy. 

The article was largely based on the in- 
formation furnished by District Attorney 
Joe James, who stated that he had enough 
evidence to convict the remaining prisoners, 
and that, in the event of their conviction, 
he thought Marshal Dunlap would have to 
execute the sentence of death. It seems to 
me that nothing in the article is calculated 
to hurt the marshal, and his display of in- 
dignation is entirely without provocation. 
I may be permitted to say; in this connec- 
tion, that I have never met with such an 
episode as this during my newspaper career, 
and that, without exception, I can rely 
upon the custsm house officisis to sustain 
nve in all the work that I have rendered the 
paper in my Official capacity. I have lived 
in Atlanta all my life, and nothing that 
Marahal Dunlap, or any one else, can say 
of me can hurt the good name that I bear 
among my own people. It has never been 
in my heart to do him a wrong, and I am 
quite sure, if l remember right, that I have 
frequently served him in my feeble way, 
and I have been only too glad of the op- 
portunity. I hope this will explain the 
matter fully. I do not wish to &ppear 
chivalrous, but I am ready to defend the 
articles that come from my pen, and to give 
all the facts on which they are baed.

More Than Thirty Suits for Damages 
Against the Southera Railway. 


NAMES OF PLAINTIFFS IN THE CASE 


What They Have to Say as to How 
They Have Been Damaged. 


MR, JACOB HAAS GIVES HIS SIDE 


Other Suits Are Being Prepared and End- 
less Litigation Threatened—Disputes 
to Be Settled by a Test Case. 


What is ‘to be the outcome of the suits for 
damage against the Southern railway on 
the charge of obstructing streets in the 
neighborhood of the shops of the company 
in the western suburbs? 

This question was heard on every side 
yesterday after the publication of the full 
story in The Constitution. 

The fact that more than thirty lawsuits 
had been instituted against tre conipany 
for blocking certain avenues out by the 
shops sprung a sensation in that the situ- 
ation was such as threatened a removal of 
the shops from Atlanta to Knoxville. 

The officials of the Southern were not 
acquainted with the situation in Atlanta, 
it is claimed, or they would never have 
given orders for the vast improvements in 
the shops that have been recently planned 
and begun. 

This is borne out by the action of the offi- 
cials two weeks ago when they learned of 
the pending suits and summoned their en- 
gineers and architects to Washington and 
gave orders for the work on the new shops to 
be called off until there can be an adjust- 
ment of the troubles that obstruct the work 
here. 

It turns up that the suits were originally 
filed against the old East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia Railway Company, which 
became a part of the Southern in the late 
reorganization. The suits were brought, for 
the most part, in ‘the superior court of Ful- 
ton county, in August, 1890, returnable at 
the spring term of the court, 1891.

In addition to these suits there are many 
other being shaped. 

Only One Came to Trial. 

Out of all these suits only one of them 
ever came to trial, and that was the case 
of W. H. McLain, who sued the company 
for $500. 

This case was dismissed June 1, 1893. 

Within six months after the date of dis- 
missal the suit was brought again Dy Mr. 
McLain, and this time the amount of dam- 
ages sued for was $2,500. This suit is still 
pending with all the others. 

Now in the Supreme Court. 

One of the most interesting of all the 
cases is now before the supreme court of 
Georgia—that of Julia A. Boardman. 

This will be a test case. 

The issue came up first 
court and Judge R. T. Dorsey, for the 
company, instituted a demurrer, raising 
the point that the testimony did not show 
that the property had been injured. 

The court decided that the demurrer was 
not tenable and the case was taken to the 
supreme court of the state. 

It will be brought up before the supreme 
court at this spring term, and in this 
case will probably rest the destiny of the 
entire issue that is raised. 

The attorney for the party suing for 
damages in most all of the cases is Lawyer 
George 8. Thomas, of this city. In some 
of the cases Colonel E. N. Broyles, and 
the Walker Brothers are attorneys against 
the road. 

The railroad is represented by Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell, district attorneys for 
the railroad company. 

What the Grievance Is. 

The charge upon which rests the claim 
for damages is that the railroad company 
has completely blockaded certain streets in 
the neighborhcod of the shops of the com- 
pany in the remote suburbs of the town 
on the western side. 

The suits altogether bring the charge 
against the company of blocking Smith, 
Ira, Garibaldi and Windsor streets, which 
run north and south up to the enclosure 
that has been placed around the shops. 

The streets running east and west that 
are claimed by the persons bringing suit 
to have been closed are Stephens and Rock- 
well. 

Along these streets many lots have been 
divided off and houses have been built 
along them which are rented for monthly 
charges of from $8 to $10. For the most 
part these dwellings are occupied by em- 
ployes of the company, who work in the 
shops, the presence of the shops there thus 
giving the property owners a demand for 
their cottages and dwellings, 

Mr. Haas Gives His. Side of It. 

Mr. Jacob Haas, one of the parties su- 
ing the railroad for damages, was seen by 
a Constitution representative yesterday, 
and asked for his side of the affuir. 

Mr. Haas is suing for 33,000 damages, 

“The fact in the case is just this,’ said 
Mr. Haas, “I bought some property in the 
neighborhood of the shops just about the 
time they were being built. The property 
lies between Ira and Gate City streets, 
with Stephens street on the longest side. 

Now, Stephens street, which runs along 
the longest side of the property, has been 
blocked by the railroad company when it 
put .the enclosure around the shops, and 
that damaged my property considerably. I 
believe that the amount for which I am su- 
ing is a fair and reasonable amount. I 
hold that if the company had wanted the 
land that it has thus damaged by enclosing 
the shops, it should have, by right of em- 
inent domain, done like all other roads, set- 
tled for the land they injured. 

“TI brought the suit agianst the@wld East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 
I was not influenced by any other parties 
in bringing it, but because I saw that the

property was being damaged by the 
actions of the railroad.” 

“Do you still feel the damage?” 
asked, 

“I have, since I brought the suit, sold the 
property. it is no longer in my posses- 
sion.’’ 

“Will you then push the suit any fur- 
ther?" 

“Oh, yes, because I sold the land with the 
understanding that I was to have whatev- 
er damages I could ever get from the road, 
I corsider that I was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $5,000 up to the time of the sale, 
fer I did not sell the property for what I 
might have got for it if the €amaging sur- 
roundings had not been there.” 

“You sold the land for more than you 
paid for it, though, did you not?’ was 
asked. 

“Yes, but not for more than I might have 
e>pected if there had been no damaging 
influences brought to bear upon it. Of 
course, that much land anywhere around 
Atlanta would have increased in value from 
the iime I bought it to the time | sold it— 
nearly ten years’ time, But, I hold that I 
did not get as much for it as I would have 
got had the railroad not enclosed the yards 
and blocked up Stephens street, which runs 
along the longest side of the tract of land.” 

That’s What They All Claim. 

All of the parties bringing suit 
about the same as is set forth 
Haas’s interview. 

They ali claim that the property they hold 
has been seriously damaged by the com- 
pany. 

The railroad will show on the other hand 
that the suits for damage are for more 
money than the property of the prosecutors 
is assessed at for taxation. 

The cases will bring out one of the most 
interesting sfege of litigation ever brought 
up in an Atlanta court, and will have much 
to do with the general prosperity of -the

TAY JS STILL TRYING 


He Has Taken: Out a Third Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 


LIKES THE ATMOSPHERE OF NASHVILLE 


Detective Barrett Wired Chief Connolly 
Last Night for $25 -l'ay May 
Never Come Back. 


Francis J. Tay, of the “do-you-wear- 
pants company fame, may manage to evade 
the demands of Governor Atkinson's requi- 
sition and disappoint the Atlanta gentle- 
men who desire his presence in the Gate 
City. 

A telegram received last night by Chief 
Connolly from Detective Barrett, who is in 
Nashville, tells of a third habeas corpus 
writ which has been swarn out by Tay’s at- 
torneys and requests that $25 be wired to 
him at once. 

Detective Barrett does not mention why 
he wants $25, but he is presumably simply 
anticipating a siege in a foreign land. It 
is also possible that he wants a portion of 
it for the purpose of employing legal talent. 
In the meantime Detective Barrett is de- 
cidedly puzzled over the working of the 
law and is engaged in observing the scen- 
ery about Nashville, while not in attend- 
ance upon court. 

Governor Turney received Officer Barrett 
at an early hour yesterday morning. The 
Atlanta officer was accompanied by Chief 
Clack, of the Nashville department. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson’s requisition on Governor 
Turney for Tay was presented. In the 
meantime Governor Turney had received a 
request from Tay’s attorneys asking him 
to hold the matter up, as they thought 
they could show that Tay suad been of no 
offense. : 

Governor Turney declined to accede to 
their request, stating that the papers ap- 
peared regular and that he could net do 
otherwise than issue a warrant on the 
requisition. The following special from The 
Constitution’s Nashivlle correspondent tells 
the rest of the story: 

Judge Anderson’s Decision Made. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 21.—(Special.) 
The requisition case of Ff. J. Tay, wanted 
in Atlanta, came up at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing before Judge Anderson, who announced 
his decision on the second habeas corpus 
procecding brought yesterday. He said that 
in the first proceedings before him yester- 
day the defendant was discharged because 


there had been no warrant for his arrest 


issued. He said under the extradition laws 
an officer had no right to arrest until requi- 
sition papers were forwarded by the gov- 
ernor and a warrant issued; that an arrest 
made upon mere information that a2 man 
was charged with crime in another state 
was illegal. He wag satisfied that he had 
been right in releasing the defendant on the 
first habeas corpus proceeding, and said 
that it was insisted in the second petition 
that Tay had been rearrasted under the 
same state of facts, and that the arrest 
was not only illegal, but contempt of court. 
Judge Anderson said that this would be 
true had the arrest been made on a valid 
warrant in the first instance, but as the 
arrest had been made without warrant 
he saw no reason why he should not have 
been re-arrested on a warrant sworn out. 
He said further, that the warrant on which 
the arrest was made was vague and in- 
definite, but held that the police had, in 
the telegrams, received reasonable grounds 
for swearing out a warrant as provided 
by the law of this state, and thought it 
was his duty to hold the man a reasonable 
length of time. He ordered Tay to be held 
in custody until 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, and if no requisition had been re- 
ceived at that time then he should be re- 
leased. 
Presented the Papers in Court. 

Attorney General Vaughan stated to 
Judge Anderson that Governor Turney had 
honored the requisition and that the war- 
rant was on hand. Detective Barrett then 
exhibited the papers to Judge Anderson 
and this practically took the case out of 
Judge Anderson’s hands. 

Tay’s attorneys asked time to look over 
the papers. This request was granted and 
Tay was in the meantime placed in the 
custody of Detective Barrett, who called 
on Judge Anderson later in the day. Judge 
Anderson signed the further order that 
Tay be retained in this city until 9 o’clock 
tonight, at which hour the train for At- 
lanta departs. Tay was allowed to confer 
with his attorneys. 

Sued Out the Third Writ. 

The attorneys for Tay, after examining 
the requisition on which Governor Turney 
issued his warrant, kept the wires hot bte- 
tween here and Atlanta for several hours. 
evidently with saiisfactory results as about 
6 o'clock they nada application before 
Judge Anderson for a third writ of habeas 
corpus and the proceedings will be heard 
by him tomorrow morning. 

When the news of the application for the 
third writ got out, it was thought Gov- 
ernor Turney had revoked his warrant is- 
sued this morning, but to The Constitu- 
tion’s correspondent he stated that he had 
not revoked the warrant and could not. 
He also said that Tay’s attorneys claimed 
that their client had been guilty of no 
crime under Georgia law and should not 
be extradited. To this Governor Turney 
said he replied that he could not try the 
ease and that if Tay had not been guilty 
of any crime the Georgia courts would 
turn him loose. 

The former proceedings were brought on 
the ground that the arrest and detention 
of Tay was illegal, being on insufficient 
evidence, but the proceedings to be heard 
tomorrow will be on a different ground. 
It will be claimed that Tay has been guilty 
of no offense worthy of extradition.

The Exposition Architect Comes to Look 
Over the Work. 


THE AUDITORIUM TO GO UP AT ONCE 


A Proposition to Use Itasa Meeting Place 
tor the Chautauqua—Othe Exposi- 
tion News of Interest. 


Bradford lL, Gilbert, of New York, official 
architect of the exposition, came to Atlan- 
ta yesterday afternoon on the Southern ves- 
tibuled, and will be here several days, ac- 
tively supervising important work on the 
exposition grounds. 

The coming of Mr. Gilbert marks the be- 
ginning of active work on the grounds, The 
spring-like weather of the past two or 
three days has given the workmen and 
centractors at the exposition grounds an 
‘lent opportunity. for work, and they 
have taken advantage of it. 

While here Mr, Gilbert spent much of his 
time at the exposition grounds, supervising 
the commencement of work on several of 
the the designs for which he 
drew. He will stay in Atlanta until the 
wor is well under He drew the 
plans for nearly all of the important buila- 
them the agricultural, the 
electrical, the manufactures, the transpor- 
tation, the negro building and. others. 
Work on all of these will begin at once. 

The grounds will present an exceedingly 
active scene from now until the opening of 
the exposition, The construction @f all the 
main buildings and the erection of scores 
of smaller buildings will be started right 
away and Piedmont park will be a place of 
interest to visitors and sightseers. The 
contractors have the material and labor- 
ers ready for t commencement of the 
work, and have been waiting for the weath- 
er to clear up, so that the work could be- 
gin, Now everything will take on fife and 
the men already employed will siart their 
labors. 

Mr. Gilbert will visit the grounds today. 
He is stopping at the Aragon, and is ac- 
companied by Mrs, Gifvert. 

The Auditorium. 
Construction Grant Wilkins has 
for bids for the’ construction of 
and administration build- 
ing, The plans for this building were 
drawn by Mr. Wilkins, as was stated in 
The Constitution several days ago, and are 
among the very best of the entire exposi- 
tion. The building is extremely handsome, 
and when completed will be a beauty. It 
will built with a view to permanency 
and in future years it will doubtless be the 
scene of manv conventions, many con- 
gresses and many meetings. 

Yesterday the promoters of the chautau- 
qua discussed, in an informal way, the de- 
sirability of the auditorium as the meeting 
place of the southern chautauqua this sum- 
mer, This chautauqua, aS every One re- 
members, had a most successful session at 
Ponce do Leon springs last summer, and it 
has not yet been decided whether this 
year’s session will be held there or not. 

it was found yesterday that tile audito- 
rium can be completed in full time for the 
chautauqua’s summer session, and it wouid 
be a fitting place for the exercises. 
The hall will seat three thousand five hun- 
dred people very comfortably and the 
acoustic properties will be excellent. he 
building was planned with a special view 
to acoustics, It is very likely that an 
arrangement will be made by which the 
sessions of the chautauqua will be held in 
the ext auditorium. 

Of course, no actual negotiations have 
been entéred into to this end, but the mat- 
ter is being talked of by the chautauqua 
people, who are as yet undecided as to 
where the summer session will be held. 
The advantage that the exposition audito- 
rium will give may be seen at once. 

Bids for the erection of this building will 
be received until March 5th, at noon. Bids 
for the transportation buildings will be re- 
ceived until the same time.

Supply. 


Dawson, Ga, February 21.—(Special.)— 
Several days since mention was made by 
The News that Mr. 8S. J. Senn was in the 
city with 1,000 pounds of home-raised meat 
to sell. Mr. Senn was in the city again 
Thursday taking orders for hams, shoul- 
ders, bacon and lard. While here he said 
that he had about 5,000 pounds of meat yet 
at home to sell, and eighteen hogs to be 
killed. 

Not since the war has so much meat been 
raised in Terrell, and there’s plenty of 
hominy, too, to go with it.

OUR TRADE WITH CUBA, 


Reduction of Duty on Flour Stimu- 
lates Our Exports. 

Tampa, Fkia., February 21.—(Special.)— 
John W. Kauffmann, of St. Louis, Mo., 
president of the Kauffmann Milling Com. 
pany, of that city, has just returned from 
&® trip to Cuba which included Havana, 
Matanzas and Cardea. In an intrview 
tonight he gives the fuvllowing encouraging 
and hopeful outlook for export trade of the 
United States with that country: 

“The original duty on fiour from the 
United States to the island of Cuba was 
$4.25 per 10% kilos, or bags of 220 pounds,” 
said Mr. Kauffmann. ‘This duly existed 
up to the time of the establishment of 
Blaine’s reciprocity treaty with Spain a 
few years ago, Which reduced the auty to 
9% cents. AS a consequence American flour 
was aimost exclusively used on the island. 
The mills of this country did a good bu£?- 
ness there. Immediately after the pas. 
Sage of the Wiison bill, Which abroguied 
the treaty of reciprocity, the duty went up 
to $4.75, which was amu eXcessive tax, and 
stopped all the business. This tax was 
not equal, it giving the other cumpeting 
cdDUNtries an advantage of 7) cents on ev- 
ery hundred kilos. 

‘The secretary of state, through our min- 
ister at Madrid, brought a pressure to 
bear on the Spanish government. Presi- 
dent Cleveland also went into the matter 
and sent word that if the United States 
was not put in the same column of the 
most favored nations he wouid exercise his 
authority to prevent any Spanish bottoms 
coming to America. The result was that 
the Spanish government has reduced the 
tariff on flour to $4 per hundred kilos, 
wihrich reduction places us on an equal foot- 
ing with all competing countries. This 
reduction has not been in effect.more than 
aweek. ‘Tne resuit has been that in an- 
ticipation of this move large quantities of 
flour have been purchased from the states 
and are now being shipped to the island. 

“To further aid us in our trade relations, 
Spain has, by good chance, within the last 
week, levied a duty of OV cents On every 
hundred kilos of whea® imputed into her 
domain. This will. advance the general 
price of fiour from the mother country, 
and the island will turn to us for its sup- 
ply. 1 think that the millers of this coun- 
try and the Cuban importers will bring a 
further pressure to bear upon the Spanish 
government which will result in a further 
reduction of the present tariff, Probably 
the next congress wili repeal the duty on 
Sugar, and then nNodur wili go in as it did 
during the treaty of reciprocity at 9% cents. 
Then we will supply the entire demand un 
the island, I think, If we should figure as 
we do in this country, a barrel of flour for 
each ingabitant per annum, there would be 
used on the island nearly 7,000,000 barrels, 
but statistics show that only 4,000,W0 bar- 
reis are used in Cuba each year. 

“The island is very much depressed on 
account of the exceeding low price of sugar, 
which does not net the planter 2 cents a 
pound, practically not paying the produc- 
ing cost. The exports barely bring cost, 
while the imports have excessive duties 
imposed on them which run their expenses 
up. Corn is taxed heavily, the original 
eost being trebled. The tariff on all imple- 
ments has been raised materialiy.”’

THE BOAT WAS LOST. 


Captain and Crew Barely Escape with 


Their Lives. ; 

Jacksonville, Fla,, February 21.—The 
steam ferryboat Idaho, which left New York 
two weeks ago for Jacksonville in tow of 
the tug Lukenbill, was lost Monday efter- 
noon off Hatteras. A heavy seit was run- 
ning, and the boat was swamped and 
quickly sunk, the captain and crew barely 
having time to get to the tug boat. The 
tug proceeded on her way south and landed 
the crew at Mayrcrt, at the mouth of the 
St. Johns river ‘iIhey came to Jacksonville 
tonight. Captain Tuttle, who was in com- 
mand, lives in Jacksonville, and went to 
New York to bring the vessel south. The 
other men are Ernest H. Maver, Charles 
Sigardson and C. Brumback, all of Brook-

The County Commissionsrs Will Discuss 
the Hope Property, 


A TALK WITH M2. FORREST ADAIR 


He Tells Just What His Position in the 
Vevable Matter Is—Says That He Spoke 
of an Apparent Overdrait. 


The board of county commisSioners will 
convene this morning to receive the report 
of County Attorney Rosser, to whom it 
referred at its lust meeting for legal opin- 
ion the question as to whether or not the 
county legally i its note for an 


can issue 
obligation extending the year in 


beyond

The cease arose out of the discussion of the 
purchase by the county of the 268 acfes 
near the almshouse property for which the 
county @ave its notes payable from year to 
year until the full payment had been made. 

At the last meeting of the board, Com- 
missioner Adair held that the contract was 
illegal and void as under the censtitution of 
the state no county had a right to obligate 
itself in this manner without submitting 
the question to a vote of the people, He 
took the position that such a contract was 
equivalent to a bond issue, the only differ- 
ence heing in the form of the boud, Attor- 
ney Rosser has given the matter careful 
consideration but has divulged to no one 
the nature of his report which will be sub- 
mitted at the meeting this morning, 

Mr. Adair and the Venable Matter. 

The last meeting of the board created 
considerable discussion not only in Atlanta, 
but elsewhere, and in quite a number of 
outside papers the situation as presented by 
the proceedings of the last meeting has 
been extensively exaggerated and all sorts 
of things against the county have been 
charged which were not authoriged either 
by the statements of Mr, Ada’‘r or by the pro- 
ceedings of the board. In reference to this 
matter, Mr, Adair said yesterday to a Con- 
stitution reporter: 

“My attention having been called to the 
fact that outside papers have presented 
somewhat exaggerated statements of my 
attitude at the last meeting of the board 
of county commissioners, I think it fair to 
all parties for me to state that I have not 
made any positive statement that the ac- 
count of Venable Bros. has been overpaid 
by the county. I did say that from the in- 
vestigation that I had made of the county 
books and from the statement furnished me 
by the clerk of the board there was an 
apparent overpayment of about $12,000. I 
stated distinctly that I could not vouch pos- 
itively for the correctness of this amount, 
because of the looseness which has charac- 
terized the system of bookkeeping in the of- 
fice of the board. I further remarked that 
I would not be surprised if the result of the 
investigation should show that the ‘boot 
was on the other leg,’ 

“The fact that the board unanimously 
agreed with me in the advisability of hav- 
ing the investigation made and the further 
fact that it will require probably two or 
three weeks’ time for the experts to arrive 
at the proper results only confirms the post- 
tion taken by me. If the books had been 
properly kept the correct standing of the 
account could have been ascertained in 
about five minutes. 

“IT do not think it necessary nor proper 
for me to enter into any discussion of tne 
matter at this time, but the public should 
wait until the final, statement has been 
announced by the board. 

“I have no desire whatever for, but on the 
other hand dislike Very much, the personal 
notoriety which has followed the recent 
meeting of the board. I am doing my duty 
and I shall continue to do it. Everybody ad- 
mits now, even the commissioners them- 
selves, old and new, that this county has 
long since outgrown a system of book: 
keeping which would not do credit to a 
country store, I am going to do my best to 
have that system changed and I am satis- 
fied that from this time on every transac- 
tion of the county, whether it pays a dollar 
out or takes a dollar in, will show for itself 
on the books.‘ I am trying to establish a 
system of record keeping which will speak 
for itself in future and which will be busi- 
nesslike, plain and practical, I trust that 
my position is fully understood,”
